In closing our report of the financial affairs of the town 
of Lisbon for the past year, we see no occasion for any 
extended remarks or unusual recommendations. It will 
be noticed that the operations of the year have been suc- 
cessful to a good extent. No very unusual or severe 
expense having been incurred, and that, in the final result, 
we have paid the expense of building our Town Hall out 
of the ordinary taxes voted at our annual town meeting a 
year since. mus 

From what we can learn from the board of selectmen 
and others, we deem it best to recommend that the town 
raise the same amount of money for town taxes as last 
year—the sum of two thousand dollars. The two large 
bridges across the Ammonoosue river are in such condi- 
tion that extensive repairs will undoubtedly have to be 
made upon them before the close of the year, involving 
an outlay of from five to six hundred dollars, and perhaps 
more. The road laid out last summer from George C. 
Bowles’ farm to the main road, through the Center dis- 
trict, should be built; and if built, the land damage 
awarded will have to be paid, the whole involving an 
expense of nearly or quite another hundred dollars. 

The operation of the vote passed last March, to make 
« discount of ten per cent upon all highway taxes paid in 
cash on or before the first day of June, seems to have 
been of no importance whatever; but a very few dollars 
having been paid to the highway surveyor or to the 
selectmen. We are of the opinion that a liberal amount 
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voted as a highway tax, with the condition attached that 
twenty-five per cent be deducted on all sums paid in eash, 
on or before the first day of June, will operate decidedly 
for the benefit of the town, in reducing the large annual 
expenditure on account of the numerous walls and small 
bridges in town. At all events, a trial of the experiment 
for one year can do no harm, and we are sanguine that 
it will result quite favorably. 

We do not consider it necessary, in this report, to copy, 
in detail, the various bills of our town officers, traders, 
&e., against the town. From a careful examination of 
them — and they are equally open to the inspection of 
every voter in town—we have no hesitation in saying that 
these bills are reasonable in amount, and that the charges 
of our traders for supplies furnished the town farm, &c., 
are at as low prices as could be asked for or expected. 
Having ascertained so much with regard to them, we be- 
lieve it will be good economy to save the expense which 
it would cost the town to print them.
